At 5:35 p.m. Mr. Delavine of the Washington Field Office called 
and stated that the General Counsel of the Federal Housing Administration 
had called and wanted an Agent to contact him at 9:30 a.m. tomorrow, as he 
had information of interest to the Bureau which had been\ discovered as a 
result of the investigation of the suicide of Allen Taft|Squire of the 
Federal Housing Administration, who committed suicide atfomt two weeks ago. 

Mr. Delavine stated that when he was advised of the call he tried to call 
the General Counsel, but was unable to reach him. However, he did reach 
the investigator and found out that Mr. Squire had committed suicide by 
diving from a building and had left certain suicide notes, one of which is 
in the possession of Squire's brother. In this note there is a sentence 
substantially quoted as follows: "That Commies have done their work well 
and will do for you all some day." Further, the investigator advised that 
information had come to his attention to the effect that the deceased knew 
both Hiss and Chambers. 

The files of the ITashington Field Office reflect that under the 
Loyalty Program a preliminary inquiry was conducted concerning an Allen Taft 
Squire to see if he could be identical with a person of the same name carried 
on the indices of the United American Spanish Aid Committee. This preliminary 
inquiry was closed negatively because there was not sufficient information to 
make it possible to say he was identical with the person listed in the indices 
of the United American Spanish Aid Committee. 

I authorized Mr. Delavine to have an Agent confer with the General 
Counsel of FHA and accept any information offered.

The material which was recovered from the apartment of Insle: 
by Agents of the New York Office, consisting of three notebooks and other 
miscellaneous material, has been examined in the Espionage Unit. 



It has been determined that quite a number of these documents 
contain printed or stamped classifications of confidential and restricted 
material. It was noted that much of this^material pertained to an 
experimental bomber being developed by th^s^pjib.lic._Aviation Corporation, 
Farffling dale,_ New York. The majority of the material, however, consists of 
personal notes apparently reflecting technical data concerning aircraft 
design and^engineering standards. It is, of course, impossible to determine 
whether this material is of a classified naturej however, it is noted that 
much of it refers to the same problems as discussed in the documents marked 
classified. 


It is believed that we are not in a position to adequately 
determine whether this material is of a classified nature. 

RECOMMENDATION 


In view of the data set forth above, it is recommended that the 
entire contents of the black suit case containing these documents be turned 
over to the Intelligence Division of the Air Forces with a request that it 
be examined by officers familiar with classifications on aircraft for the 
purpose of determining whether any of the material is presently of a 
classified nature.

T/hittaker(Chambers on November 17, 19U8, introduced in evidence at 
a pre-trial deposition in Baltimore, Maryland, 65 typewritten documents which he I,' , 
claimed emanated from State Department. He stated that they were copies of or < 

excerpts from State Department documents and alleged that they were copied on a 
typewriter by Alger Hiss or his wife, after which the typewritt^f^copies were 
turned over by Alger Hiss to Chambers for delivery to Colone^^kov. 

STATEMENTS OF ALGER HISS AND MRS. HISS RE TYPEWRITER PI WASHINGTON RESIDENCE 

On December U, 19^8, Alger Hiss stated that he and his wife moved to 
Washington from New York in May, 19335 that some time immediately prior to the 
date of moving, his family came into possession of an old typewriter, possibly an ^ 
Underwood, but he'wasn't certain as to the make of it. He said this typewriter ■ 

had been formerly the property of the father of Mrs. Hiss, Mr. Thomas Fansler, of #■ 

Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, now deceased. Hiss said this typewriter’ remained in 
the continuous possession of his immediate family until some time after 1938, exact 
date unknown, when Mrs. Hiss sold it to a second-hand typewriter concern or a 
second-hand dealer located in the general neighborhood of either 12^5 30th Street, 
Notfthwest&wor 3Ul5 Volta Place, Northwest, where the Hisses resided in Washington 

from:June H-j* 1936, to 19U3.

“• Hquss said he does not recall using this typewriter himself but his wife 
used it infrequently as an amateur typist. Mrs. Hiss furnished substantially the 
same information. 

CONCLUSION OF FBI LABORATORY AS TO MAKE OF TYPEWRITER 

The typewriting on the documents produced by Chambers in Baltimore 
was examined by the FBI Laboratory and it was concluded that the typewriting on 
6h of the 65 documents was typed with a machine which most closely matches a 
TToodstock, small pica type, the standards of which are in the FBI Laboratory j /

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L. Martin in an insurance business. Fansler was General Agent for the North¬ 
western Mutual Life Insurance Company, whose home office is in Milwaukee, 

Wisconsin. Mr. Harry L. Martin has stated that at the inception of this 
partnership in 1927 a new Yfoodstock typewriter was purchased. When the partner¬ 
ship dissolved in 1930 Fansler retired to an apartment in Philadelphia and Martin 
is certain that Fansler took this typewriter with him. 

The records of this partnership fail to reflect any information con¬ 
cerning the serial number of this typewriter. 

The individual who made the sale of this typewriter to the Fansler-Martin 
partnership has been interviewed and he has no record of the serial number of 
the typewriter; however, he recalls that it was a Woodstock make. 

The records of the local Yfoodstock Agtency in Philadelphia that made 
the original sale are no longer in existence. 

The Chicago Office has contacted the Woodstock Agency, which agency 
has advised that no exact records of serial numbers from 1925 to 1930 are maintained; 
however, they have furnished approximate serial numbers taken from the trade-in 
manual used by dealers covering the years 192S> to 1931. These serial numbers 
are being used during the investigation as a guide to narrow down the search for 
the typewriter by serial number. 

Through Credit Agencies and other logical sources numerous leads have 
been found which have been covered and which are continuing to be covered to 
locate samples of typing from this typewriter., some of which have been located 
and have been identified with the typing on the Chambers documents as set out .on page 3. 

A survey has been made by Yfashington Field Office in Georgetown where 
Hiss lived during the entire period of his stay in Washington. All second-hand 
typewriter dealers and stores have been contacted in this area with negative 
results. Antique shops in this area are presently being contacted. Metropolitan 
Police records are of little value since second-hand purchase records prior to 
19U0 have been destroyed. Leads from this source, however, are being run out. 

Records of Arlington County, Virginia, Police Department have been searched with 
negative results. It is., believed that the local Communist Party possibly has, 
instant typewriter or has had it- in the-past... Specimens from these sources have 
been submitted' to ■the P*bIl Laboratory. There are approximately lUO second-hand 
stores in 7/ashington which handle second-hand typewriters. One of the largest 
dealers has been checked with negative results. Investigation in this regard is 
Sjontinuing. 

N. Yi/hen Alger Hiss appeared before the Grand Jury and was confronted with 


the identification of the typewriting specimens with the Chambers documents he 
stated thaV*Chambers must have gotten access to the typewriter and typed the 
documents. 
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In view of Hiss’ alibi it becomes pertinent to obtain additional specimens 
of the Woodstock typewriter after the latest identified document which was‘dated 
May 25, 1937, to show the continued possession of the typewriter within the Hiss 
family during the pertinent period, 1936 to 1938. 

The New York, Philadelphia, and Washington Field Offices in whose 
territories the best possibilities exist to locate more samples from the typewriter 
or the serial number of the typewriter, have been instructed to intensify their 
efforts in this regard. Other leads in this connection are outstanding in 
Baltimore, Boston and Milwaukee, and these will be followed closely. 

A thorough review is being made at the Seat of Government for additional 
leads working toward the location of the typewriter or more samples of typewriting. 
These leads will be given immediate handling. 

IDENTIFICATION OF TYPEWRITER SPECIMENS 


As of December 15>, 19U8, the following documents have been identified 
by the FBI laboratory with the typing appearing on 6h of the documents alleged to 
have been given Whittaker Chambers by Alger Hiss: 

(1) A letter addressed to Miss Emma Hellings, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, 
postmarked December 6, 1931, beginning "Dr. Peltz, my physician..." 

This letter was signed "Dais^^ansler," (a sister of Mrs. Hiss). 

(2) A two page letter addressed to Walter L. Tibbetts, Boston, Massachusetts, 
dated January 30, 1933, beginning "On reading over my policy last 
week...." This letter is unsigned and was never mailed bjrfc relates 

to an insurance policy allegedly issued to Alger Hiss. 

(3) A one page letter addressed to Walter G. Schelter, New York, dated 
February 17, 1933, signed "Alger Hiss." 

(H) Three pages of typewritten material entitled "Description of Personal 
Characteristics of Timothy Hobson," bearing the date September 9, 1936. 
This was an apparent enclosure to a handwritten letter bearing the date 
September 9, 1936, signed by Alger Hiss. 

(3) A letter addressed to Mr. W. M. Hillegeist, Director of Admissions, 

University of Maryland, Baltimore, Maryland, dated Kay 2]?, 1937/Hjeginning 
"I am sending to your office today....," signed "Priscilla Hansleixfess."

1937* i he roll of film designated as Grand Jury Exhibit #£0, an exposed 
roll, cannot be identified as Eastman film with certainty, although the 
experts have indicated it is probably of Eastman manufacture. The roll 
of film designated as Grand Jury Exhibit #£l cannot be determined as to ' 
date of manufacture although it is possible, according to the Eastman 
experts, to take a strip of this film and after a two or three-day period 
of analysis, to be able to determine probably whether it was manufactured 
prior to February of 1939*

Reference is ms.de to the film in instant case whioh mas obtained from 
the House un-American Activities Committee for the purpose of having it examined 
by the DuPont and Eastman Kodak Companies in order to ascertain the identity and 
competency of mitnesses to establish the date of manufacture of this film. Special 
Agent Robert K, McQueen has ascertained that the roll of film in this case design¬ 
ated as the Grand Jury Exhibit $47 has been examined by the DuPont people in Parlin, 
Hew Jersey. He advised that George F. Hunter, Chief Supervisor, Finishing Area, 
DuPont Photograph Products Department, Parlin, Hew Jersey, after examining this 
roll of film, has stated he is willing to testify that it was manufactured either 
in December, 1938 or June, 1944. In this regard. Agent McQueen stated he has 
ascertained the imprinted code number 428, which appears on this roll, was used by 
the DuPont people for film manufactured in December, 1936 end again used for film 
produced in June, 1944. 


Agent McQueen .stated that Walter Dewey Baldsiefen, Group Leader in 
charge of Emulsion Research, DuPont Photograph Products Department, Parlin, Hew 
Jersey, after examining the film, has stated he will testify that it is a coarse 
grained film and that the bulk of film made by DuPont after 1939 is of the fine 
grain typo, approximately 95 % being of the latter type. Mr. Baldsiefen will 
further testify that fine grain film should have been used for this purpose (the 
copying of documents),/and that fine grain film has been manufactured by DuPont 
only since and not prior to 1939. 


Special Agent McQueen has also advised that the four rolls of film in 
this case have been examined by experts at the Eastman Company at Rochester, New 
York, - the examination having been completed late in the day of December 21, 1948. 

He advised that the roll of film designated as Grand Jury Exhibit $49 has been 
identified as having been manufactured during the first half of 1937j the roll of 
film designated as Grand Jury Exhibit ;'^48 as having been manufactured in the last 
half of 1937.

any Communist Party group or associations with known Communists. 

For the benefit of the St. Louis Division, ALGER HISS was employed from 
lay, 1933 to April, 193k by the Department of Agriculture as Principal Attorney, 
Agricultural Adjustment Administration; and from April, 1935 to August 31, 1936, 
by the Department of Justice as a Special Attorney. From September 1, 1936 he 
was employed by the Department of State until his resignation in January, 19k7. 

Reference is made to the report of Special Agent N. V. STEVENS dated 
January 22, 19k2, at St. Louis, Hissouri in the matter entitled, ’’ALGER IUSS, 
Department of State, INTERNAL SECURITY, HATCH ACT" and to teletype from the 
Washington Field Office dated January 16, 19k2 to St. Louis in the same matter 
(St. Louis Division file 101-21). 

The St. Louis Division is requested to interview Hr. CHESTER C. DAVIS, 
now President of the Federal Reserve Bank in St. Louis, Missouri and believed to 
be living at I 4 . 8 I 4 . Lake Street, St. Louis, Missouri. Hr. DAVIS was interviewed by 
agents of the Washington Field Office on February 18, 19k2 with reference to 
AIGER HISS in connection with his employment at the Agricultural Adjustment 
Administration of the Department of Agriculture.

The following is a chronology of action taken by the Bureau 
in connection with this case from the time that the Bureau first heard 
about the documents turned over by Chambers at the deposition hearing 
in Baltimore, Maryland, on November 17, 1948, until Alger Hiss was interviewed 
on December l*, 1948. 


On the afternoon of November 23, 1948, Special Assistant to the 
Attorney General T. J. Donegan called at Mr. Ladd’s office and advised that 
he had just come from a conference with Mr. Campbell in the Criminal 
Division of the Department. Mr. Donegan told Mr. Ladd that he wanted him 
to explain to the Director that at the time he, Donegan, saw the Director that 
morning he did not have the information which he furnished to Mr. Ladd and 
which is as follows: 


Mr. Donegan stated that Mr. Campbell advised that he w e nt tq » 
Baltimore on Friday of the previous week (Novemb er. 1? T 1^48\at the request 
of an attorney named Marberry who is. representing Alger Hiss in his suit 
against Chambers and that he, Campbell, was accompanied by Mr. Mike Russo 
and Dean Schedler of. the Department. Also present on this occasion were the 
attornies for Chambers and “■Time” Magazine, He said that Hiss* attorney is 
supposed to have taken a deposition from Mr. Chambers on Wednesday, Novem¬ 
ber 17, 1948, at which time Chambers brought with him about 16(1 or 170 ^docu- 
ments. which he state d he had obtained f rom Alger Hiss a number of years ago 
when Hiss was with the State Department, for delivery to a General.Bucoff 
(phonetic) (subsequently determined to be Colonel Bykov).. These attorneys 
stated that Alger Hiss had denied furnishing these documents to Chambers but ^ S' 
admitted that some of his handwriting is on the documents, indicating that he 
did handle them at the State Department. Mr. Donegan stated that J. Peters is 
supposed to have informed Chambers that Bucoff was representing the Russiai^g^ 
in this country. Chambers allegedly stated that he did not trust Bucoff. 


Mr. Donegan advised that there is no explanation for the appearance 
of these document^ in^the possession of Chambers at this tune. He saidthe 
production of the # documents has greatly embarrassed his attorney^whi>^nad no 
knowledge of them,until^he'w,alked into the deposition hearing carjyft^&em. 
Mr. Donegan stated that wheri/GKambers was questione d^efo.re^^^^randjhry 
in the^ Gregory Ca'se‘he' wds^ s pecifically asked if he had a ny do events, and he

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Mr. Donegan stated the purpose of his being in Washington on that 
date was at the specific request of Mr. Campbell who wanted to institute 
perjury charges against Chambers by reason of his testimony before the 
Grand Jury as indicated above. Mr. Donegan stated that a memorandum was 
being prepared in the Criminal Division at that time addressed to the Bureau 
requesting that the attorneys be contacted in Baltimore and that a copy of the 
deposition of Chambers be obtained and an examination made of the State 
Department’s documents which Chambers had turned over to the court and 
which were being held in Baltimore by the court in connection with the civil 
suit. (Source - Memo from Mr. Ladd to Director re Gregory Case, dated 
11/23/48.) 


B y memorandum dated Nov emb er 23, 1948 , which was received in 
the Internal Security Section of the Bureau at 10:2^ am. November 24, 1948, 
Assistant Attorney General Alexander M. Campbell advised as follows: 

“On November 19, 1948, Solicitor General Perlman informed me 
that he had received.a message from William L. Marbury, 1000 Mary¬ 
land Trust Building, Baltimore, Maryland, an attorney who is represent¬ 
ing Alger Hiss in the civil suit in Federal court at Baltimore against 
Whittaker Chambers. 

“I contacted Mr. Marbury by telephone and he advised that the 
matter was of considerable importance and he did not wish to discuss 
it on the telephone. Mr. Russo, Mr. Schedler, and myself met with Mr. 
Marbury and Mr. Evans, who represent Alger Hiss, and with Messrs. 
Richard F. Cleveland and William D. MacMillan, 2500 O’Sullivan Build¬ 
ing, representing Whittaker Chambers, and Mr. Harold R. Medina, Jr., 

15 Broad Street, New York City, representing Time Incorporated, at 4:00 
o’clock in the afternoon of Friday, November 19, 1948. Mr. Marbury 
stated that as attorneys for Alger Hiss they had taken a deposition from 
Whittaker Chambers on Wednesday, November 17th. The attorneys for 
Whittaker Chambers and Mr. Medina, the attorney for Time Magazine, 
were also present at the taking of this deposition. 

“Mr. Marbury s'aid that he had consulted with Alger Hiss and 
Hiss was desirous that this information.be brought to the attention of 
the Government. Chambers brought to Mr. Marbury’s office a number 
of documents, totaling approximately 162 pages, purporting to be confi-- 
dential documents of the State Department. In his deposition Chambers 
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“stated that these documents had been given to him by Alger Hiss to 
be delivered to a Russian Colonel by the name of Bukoff (phonetic). 

Mr. Marbury fixed the time as about 1937 and 1938. It is noted that the 
deposition had not been transcribed by the official reporter at the time 
of this interview since the attorneys for both Hiss and Chambers were 
desirous of consulting with the Department of Justice prior to having 
this done. 

“Mr. Marbury said that Mr. Hiss commented that he thought 
summaries of some of these documents were in his handwriting but he 
is quite positive in stating that he never turned these documents over 
to Chambers. 

“The attorneys agreed by stipulation with the approval of the court 
to delay any further proceedings in this civil action for a period of two 
weeks in order that the Department of Justice might take whatever 
action it deems appropriate. 

“The photostatic copies of the documents, which are in the 
possession of Mr. Cleveland, will be made available to the FBI. The 
originals are in the custody of the Clerk of the Court. 

‘'•Chambers testified before a Federal grand jury in the Southern 
District of New York to the effect that he had no information concerning 
espionage activities involving Alger Hiss. It is also noted that he did 
not inform the grand jury or the FBI that he had these documents in 
his possession. In his testimony before the grand jury he stated that 
neither Alger Hiss nor any other individuals, whom he claimed he had 
been in contact with, had turned over any Government documents to him. 

“It is desired that an immediate investigation be conducted so 
that it can be determined whether Chambers has committed perjury. 

In this connection the photostatic copies of these documents should be 
obtained together with a copy of the deposition given by Chambers. 


“Chambers was asked a general question in the grand jury as to 
whether he could furnish any further information that would be helpful 
to the grand jury. In response to this question he .stated that perhaps 
there was a point that should be brought out and that about 1937 or early 
1938 J. Peters introduced him to a Russian who also went under the name 
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“of Peter. Chambers went on to testify that he learned from com¬ 
paring notes with Kravitsky that this was a Colonel Bukoff, which 
he explained was a phonetic spelling, and Bukoff had been with Kravit¬ 
sky in Italy. He went on to say that Bukoff was interested in the 
apparatus in Washington. He described him as a rather dreadful 
character from the slums of Odessa who lived in constant fear of the 
American secret police. Chambers further stated that there was a 
jurisdictional rivalry between J. Peters and Peter Bukoff, and J. Peters 
was anxious that Bukoff should not know what was going on in Washing¬ 
ton because he feared the Russians would try to take over the Washing¬ 
ton group. Chambers said the last he saw of Bukoff was shortly before 
he left the Communist Party the last time. Chambers was then asked a 
question in the grand jury whether he received any further information 
than that which he related to the grand jury which indicated that Bukoff 
was engaged in espionage activities. Chambers responded to this 
question that he could, only say from inference.* He was then asked 
the question whether he had related this information concerning Bukoff 
to the FBI. He answered that he did as nearly as he could remember it. 
Chambers gave no further testimony concerning Bukoff and made no 
reference whatsoever to having contacts with Bukoff for the purpose 
of turning documents over to him. 

“It is also requested that Mr. MarbUry be contacted for the 
purpose of obtaining his permission to interview his client, Alger Hiss. 
Upon the interview with Alger Hiss he should be questioned concerning 
the allegation of Chambers that he, Hiss, turned these documents over 
to Chambers. All information concerning the documents should also 
be obtained from Hiss. In this connection, it is contemplated that Hiss 
might be questioned before the grand jury in the Southern District of 
New York with reference to these allegations. It is noted that when 
Hiss testified before the grand jury he denied that he furnished any 
confidential information to any unauthorized persons and he also 
denied that he knew Whittaker Chambers. 

“It is further noted that the term of the New York grand jury 
will come to a close on December 15, 1948, and since it is likely that 
it will be necessary to present further testimony before them, it is 
important that this investigation be given expeditious attention.” 

(Source - Memo from AAG Campbell to the Director dated 11/23/48, 
re “Testimony of Whittaker Chambers before Grandjury.”) 
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By letter dated November 24, 1948, the Baltimore Office was 
furnished the following letter from the Bureau which was in confirmation 
of telephonic instructions given by Supervisor Lish Whitson to SAC McFarlin 
at 10:00 a.m. November 24, 1948: 

“Reference is made to the telephone call from the Bureau to you 
at 10:00 a.m., November 24, 1948. This will confirm the instructions 
given at that time that you should contact the attorneys for Alger Hiss 
and Whittaker Chambers, namely William L. Marbury, 1000 Maryland 
Trust Building, Baltimore, and Richard F, Cleveland, 2500 O’Sullivan 
Building, Baltimore, and arrange to obtain two copies of the transcript 
of the deposition given by Whittaker Chambers on Wednesday, November 
17. One copy should be forwarded to the Bureau promptly and the other 
retained by you for your investigative use. 

“You should also secure from Mr. Cleveland photo static copies 
of the alleged State Department documents totalling approximately 162 
pages which Chambers claims were obtained from Hiss for delivery to 
the Russian Colonel Bukoff (phonetic). 

“You should make arrangements to obtain photographic or photo¬ 
static copies of the reverse of any of these documents which bears 
handwriting, date stamps or other indicia of the character, classification 
or handling of the documents where such is not available in the photostats. 
You should retain copies of all of these documents for your own investi¬ 
gative use and forward one set of copies to the Bureau. The Department . 
has specifically requested that'you obtain the photostatic copies in the 
possession of Mr. Cleveland. 

“After obtaining a copy of the transcript and a copy of each of the 
documents, you should pursuant to the Department’s request contact Mr. 
Marbury for the purpose of obtaining his permission to interview his 
client. After Mr. Hiss’ interview has been arranged you should question 
him concerning the allegations of Chambers contained in the deposition 
and concerning each of the documents in question. If possible, you should 
obtain a signed statement from him. 
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‘‘As you were instructed, you should proceed with this investi¬ 
gation immediately in order to meet a deadline of two weeks from 
Friday, November 19. You appreciate that the Department must have 
an opportunity to pass upon the results of your investigation and reach 
a decision prior to December 3, 1948. ’ 

“Attached for your information and guidance is a copy of a com¬ 
munication from Mr. Alexander M. Campbell, Assistant Attorney 
General, Criminal Division, dated November 23, 1948. 

“You are specifically instructed to make no comments or give 
no indication to the attorneys or Hiss regarding the possible action of 
the Department as indicated in the attached communication from Mr. 
Campbell. 

“No contact with Chambers is authorized at this time.” 

1 

In a memorandum dated November 24, 1948, from Supervisor Lish 
Whitson to Mr. Ladd, Mr. Whitson stated that at 5:30 p.m. that date, SAC 
McFarlin of Baltimore telephonically advised that he had obtained the photo- 
static copies of the documents in question but that the photostats were poor. 

He advised that the original items were in the possession of a document 
examiner in New York named Hilton who, is employed by Elbridge W. Stein, 
further identifying data unknown. SAC McFarlin said that none of the items 
presented by Chambers were State Department originals; that they were either 
typewritten ar handwritten copies of excerpts therefrom. Mr. McFarlin stated 
that he would let the Bureau know when the original items are returned to 
Chambers’ attorney, Mr. Cleveland in Baltimore. 

SAC McFarlin advised that the court reporter, T. Edward McDonald, 
had taken approximately 100 pages of testimony on November 17, 1948, which 
includes and concerns the documents. He was instructed by Mr. Alexander M. 
Campbell not to have this testimony transcribed by a public stenographer, that 
he, Campbell, would arrange to have it done by the past Monday., He stated that 
as of that date (November 24) McDonald has not heard from Mr. Campbell. 

McFarlin wanted to know whether Hiss should be interviewed on the 
basis of the general statements that had been made regarding Chambers 
allegations concerning the documents or whether they should wait until the 
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transcripts were available. He also wondered if the Hiss interrogation 
should go into matters other than the documents. 

Pursuant to instructions received from Mr. Ladd, Supervisor 
Whitson advised Mr. McFarlin at 6;30 p.m. as follows: 

(1) Baltimore should forward the photostats to the Bureau, 

Attention of Mr. Ladd, so that the Mechanical Section could 
start duplicating them immediately and then the Laboratory 
could commence examination; 

(2) The Bureau will contact Mr. Campbell concerning the 
procurement of the transcript of the testimony of November 17, 

1948; 

(3) Hiss’ interview should be based on the transcript of 
November 17, and to the documents to which it refers. 

(Source - Memo from Mr. Whitson to Mr. Ladd dated 11/24/48, entitled 
“Whittaker Chambers, Internal Security - R.’’) 

By letter dated November 25, 1948, which was received by Super¬ 
visor Lish Whitson on November 26, 1948, the Baltimore Office enclosed 
photo static copies of 65 pages of typewritten material and photostatic copies 
i of five pages of handwritten material which were obtained on November 24, 1948, 
from Mr. Richard F. Cleveland, Baltimore, Maryland, attorney for Whittaker 
Chambers, by Special Agents Daniel F. X. Callahan and Frank G. Johnstone 
of the Baltimore Office. These Agents executed a receipt for the material 
and it was stated that the material need not be returned to Mr. Cleveland. 

The enclosures were photostatic copies of documents presented by Chambers 
during his pre-trial deposition in connection with the pending of a libel suit 
files by Hiss against Chambers. 

This letter stated that the original documents were then in New York 

I City being examined by a private document examiner named Hilton and that 
the original documents were to be returned to Mr. Cleveland at Baltimore on 
Friday, November 26, 1948, at which time they were to be loaned to the Balti¬ 
more Office. The letter stated that the originals would then be transmitted 
to the Bureau. 
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The letter stated that the enclosed photo static copies were the 
only ones available at that time; however, Mr. Cleveland, Mr. Marbury 
and the law firm of Cravath, Swain and Moore also possessed a set of these 
photo static copies. 

The letter stated that approximately 100 pages of the deposition 
taken on the afternoon of November IT, 1948, all of which pertained directly 
to the enclosed documents, had not been transcribed by Mr. T. Edward Mc¬ 
Donald, shorthand reporter, as of that date. Following the request of Mr. 
Campbell it was stated that Mr. McDonald was supposed to have received 
instructions on Monday, November 22, 1948, pertaining to the transcription 
of this portion of the testimony but he had received no instructions from Mr. 
Campbell in that regard. 

The letter stated that the testimony for the three and one-half days, 
November 4, 5, 16 and the morning of the 17th, 1948, had been transcribed and 
distributed as follows: Original and three copies to Mr. Marbury; 2 copies to 
Mr. Cleveland; andl copy retained by Mr. McDonald. Mr. McDonald’s copy 
was available to the Bureau at a price which was then unknown. The letter 
stated that his copy of the transcript of testimony beginning noon, November 17, 
1948, could undoubtedly be obtained upon request from Mr. McDonald but that 
such an order should probably be placed before the transcription commenced. 

The letter advised that one of Mr. Marbury’s copies of the transcript 
had been sent to an unknown law firm in New York City associated with Mr. 
Marbury in representing Hiss in the libel suit. The original and the other two 
copies of the transcript were still in Mr. Marbury’s possession. One of Mr. 
Cleveland’s copies of the transcript had been sent to Cravath, Swain and Moore, 
while the second copy was still in his possession. 

The letter stated that the Baltimore Office had not as of that date 
had an opportunity to review the testimony taken during the first three and 
one-half days of the deposition. (Source - Letter from Baltimore to Bureau 
dated 11/25/48, re “Alger Hiss; Whittaker Chambers; Espionage - R”) 

By memorandum from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd dated November 
26, 1948, MXi Fletcher advised that at 1:00 p.m. that date, after several 
attempts, he reached Mr. Alexander Campbell of the Department and told him 
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that the originals of the documents were in the hands of a handwriting expert 
in New York and that all the Bureau could get at that time were photostatic 
copies. Mr. Campbell inquired as to when the originals would be available 
again at Baltimore. He was told that a check would be made about this. Mr. 
Fletcher also pointed out to him that the court reporter had taken no steps 
to prepare a transcript of the testimony of November 17, 1948, and that he 
was awaiting Campbell’s advice. Mr. Campbell said he would have Mr. Russo 
of the Department call Fletcher immediately. Mr. Russo called and it was 
finally decided that Mr. Russo would get in touch with Mr. McDonald, the 
court reporter, after he had determined from the Administrative Section of 
the Department how to pay for the transcript. 

Mr. Russo called Mr. Fletcher at 3:15 p.m. on the same date and 
stated that it had been arranged to have two copies of the transcript prepared for 
the use of the Department and that they would be available on the following 
Monday. Mr. Fletcher pointed out to Mr. Russo that the Bureau would need 
a copy and he asked if we could photostat it. He was told that this could be done. He 
asked that the transcription be furnished to the Department as promptly as 
possible and Mr. Fletcher told him that he would have it in his hands either 
on the following Monday or Tuesday without fail. 

Mr.. Fletcher then made a check with the Mechanical Section and it 
was found that the minimum cost of photostating would be fifteen cents per page. 
Mr. Fletcher then called SAC McFarlin at Baltimore and inquired of him as 
to. when the original documents would be returned to Baltimore and he stated 
they Were being returned on that day. He was asked for the name of the Agent 
who would secure the transcription copies from the court reporter and SAC 
jMcFarlin advised that the Agent’s name is Frank Johnstone. SAC McFarlin 
was advised that the Department wanted two copies of the transcript and, if 
necessary, the Bureau would prepare photostatic copies of the transcription 
for use in the investigation. He was told that Mr. Fletcher would try to get 
the Department to secure an extra copy of the transcription. 

At 3:30 p.m. the same day Mr. Fletcher called Mr. Russo in the 
Department and advised him of the name of the Special Agent who would obtain 
the transcription copies from the court reporter. Mr. Fletcher told him that 
the transcription would be picked up on the following Monday and that every 
effort would be made to get it into Washington the same day. Mr. Fletcher 
also pointed out that the photostating would cost the Bureau a minimum of 
fifteen cents a page and Mr. Russo said that in view of this he would order an 
extra copy of the transcription. 
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SAC McFarlin advised Mr. Fletcher that they would secure the 
original documents and would bring them to Washington the following 
Monday with the transcription so that the documents could b e handled by 
the Technical Laboratory. (Source - Memo from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd 
dated 11/26/48, re “Whittaker Chambers, IS-R*’) 

On November 26, 1948, a letter was sent to the New York Office 
from the Bureau with copies to Washington and Baltimore. This letter 
attached for the information of the New York and Washington Field Offices 
copies of the letter to the Baltimore Office dated November 24, 1948, entitled 
“Whittaker Chambers; Internal Security - R,’’ and its attachment, which was 
a communication dated November 23, 1948, from Alexander M. Campbell, 
Assistant Attorney General, Criminal Division, re “Testimony of Whittaker 
Chambers Before Grand Jury.” The letter stated that it should be noted 
from the remarks of Mr. Campbell that if prosecutive action is taken against 
Whittaker Chambers by reason of the testimony given before the Grand Jury, 
that the New York Office will be the office of prosecution. The Washington 
Field Office was furnished with copies of the above items in view of its 
interest in matters affecting both Hiss and Chambers. (Source - Letter from 
Bureau to SAC - New York, dated 11/26/48, re “Whittaker Chambers; Perjury; 
IS-R”) 

r By letter dated November 29, 1948, addressed to the Bureau and 

received in Inspector Fletcher’s office at 3:40 p.m. November 29, 1948, the 
Baltimore Office referred to a conversation of November 26, 1948, between 
Mr. Fletcher and SAC McFarlin in this matter. The letter enclosed to the 
Bureau two stenographic transcripts of the deposition of Chambers furnished 
to the Baltimore Office by Court Reporter T. Edward McDonald. An additional 
copy of this transcript was being retained in the Baltimore Office. This letter 
also enclosed the original documents which Chambers alleged he received 
from Hiss. These documents were turned over to Ageuts of the Baltimore 
Office by Richard F. Cleveland of the firm of Semmes, Bowen and Semmes, 
Baltimore, Maryland, on November 26, 1948. The originals were numbered 
1-47 inclusive and were introduced in the pre-trial deposition of Whittaker 
Chambers in the case of Hiss v Chambers pending in the District Court of the 
U. S., 4th District of Maryland. Exhibits Nos. 1-4 inclusive were described 
as handwritten notes on small pieces of white paper. Exhibits Nos. 5-47 were 
described as letter-size, typewritten, white sheets. The letter stated that 
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there was a total o£ 65 pages of typewritten exhibits and that each of the 
original documents had been identified with the signature of the Court 
Reporter T. E. McDonald at the time the deposition was taken from Chambers. 

The letter also enclosed a stained manila envelope approximately eight and 
three-fourths by twelve inches in size, which, according to Mr* Cleveland, 
was the envelope that Chambers claimed he had kept the documents in since 
the time of his receiving them from Hiss. It was not alleged, however, that 
the envelope was furnished to Chambers by Hiss. 

The Bureau was requested to advise the Baltimore Office after 
reviewing the documents and testimony so that arrangements could be 
made to interview Alger Hiss as previously requested by the Bureau. Inthe.interim 
the interview With Hiss was being deferred. (Source - Letter from Baltimore 
to Bureau dated November 29, 1948, re “Whittaker Chambers; Perjury; 

Internal Security - R“) * 

By memorandum dated November 30, 1948, addressed to Assistant 
Attorney General Alexander M. Campbell, the Bureau enclosed two copies of 
the stenographic transcripts e£ the deposition of Whittaker Chambers and the 
original and one photostatic copy of the documents which Chambers alleged he 
received from Alger Hiss. In this memorandum Mr. Campbell was advised 
that an examination was being made by the FBI Laboratory of the handwriting 
appearing on the handwritten notes in an effort to determine if it is identical 
with the known handwriting of Alger Hiss. The memorandum stated that 
immediate arrangements were being made to interview Alger Hiss in connection 
with the enclosed documents. By memorandum dated December 1, 1948, addressed 
to Assistant Attorney General Alexander M, Campbell, the Bureau advised that 
the FBI Laboratory had concluded that the handwriting appearing on Exhibits 
Nos. 1-4 in the memorandum to Mr. Campbell dated November 30, 1948, was 
written by Alger Hiss. The originals of those exhibits were enclosed with this 
memorandum. (Source - Memo from Director to AAG Campbell dated 12/1/48 
re “Whittaker Chambers; Perjury; IS-R”) 

By letter dated December 1, 1948, from the Bureau to the Washington 
Field Office, with copies to Baltimore, there was enclosed for the Washington 
Office one set: of photo static copies of the documents which Chambers alleged 
he received from Hiss for delivery to a Colonel Bykov and which were made 
available to the Baltimore Office by Hiss’ attorney. These documents included 
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65 pages of typewritten material and five pages of handwritten notes on small 
pieces of paper, alleged to be the writing of Alger Hiss. The Washington 
Field Office was instructed to immediately contact the appropriate officials 
at the State Department in connection with these documents and: 

(1) Determine the authenticity of State Department documents; 

(2) Whether the documents appear to be originals or excerpts of 
State Department documents; 

(3) In the event that they were found to be copies of original docu¬ 
ments, to determine if the originals are presently in the possession 
of the State Department; 

(4) If the originals are in the possession of the State Department, 
determine the present classification of them and what classification was 
given to them when they were first received by the State Department; 

(5) Determine what marJkings for routing or initials appeared on the 
originals and, if possible, determine the name of the individual 
responsible for the routing of the documents; 

(6) Determine the name of the person who is presently in charge, of 
the originals of these documents and the name of the person who is 
in a position to testify as to their authenticity; 

(7) Determine if Alger Hiss had access to these documents while 
employed by the State Department; 

(8) Determine if there is anyone now employed at the State Department 
who was employed there during 1937-38 who can assist in identifying 
these documents or can furnish any information concerning them. 

(9) If any documents are identified as being originals, copies, or 
excerpts of State Department documents, an effort should be made 

to obtain the State Department’s copy in order that it can be photostated. 

The Washington Field Office was advised that the interview with 
Alger Hiss was being held in abeyance pending the results of the investigation 
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at the State Department. The Washington Field Office was further advised 
that the Bureau should be telephonically contacted if the check at the State 
Department would result in any undue delay which might be caused by a 
search of the State Department files. (Source - Letter to WFO from the 
Bureau dated December 1, 1948, re “Whittaker Chambers; Perjury; IS-R”) 

By memorandum dated December 2, 1948, from Inspector Leo 
Laughlin to Inspector H. B. Fletcher, Mr. Laughlin advised that Supervisor 
Kenneth Delavigne of the Washington Field Office had telephonically contacted 
the Bureau and referred to Bureau letter of December 1, 1948, requesting 
certain investigation in this matter and particularly to the instructions to 
the Washington Field Office to telephonically advise the Bureau if the requested 
investigation encountered any delay. 

Mr. Delavigne advised that a Special Agent had discussed this 
matter with Mr. Jack Neal of the State Department in detail. Mr. Neal 
advised that he realized the necessity for urgency and accordingly would 
put all available personnel on this job. Even under those circumstances 
Mr. Neal stated, the earliest the search could be substantially completed 
would be December 8, 1948. Mr. Neal pointed out that undoubtedly some of 
the material in question would be in the Archives Building and this might 
further delay the project. Mr. Neal assured the Agent that he would do his 
best to obtain the desired information as expeditiously as possible. 

Mr. Russo was then advised of the above facts by Inspector Laughlin. 
Mr. Russo stated that under the circumstances there did not appear to be 
anything the Bureau could do and that the interview should be held in abeyance 
pending the results of the search. Mr. Russo added that Mr. Donegan who 
was handling this case was due in Washington the next day for a conference, 
at which time he would work out the details and advise the Bureau if there is 
any change or additional requests on the part of the Department. He stated 
that Mr. Donegan had sent out notices for the Grand Jury to reconvene on 
December 9, 1948. He said he understood that Mr. Donegan was anxious to 
have that Grand Jury return the indictment in this case; however, he pointed 
out that the Grand Jury would expire on December 15, 1948. Mr. Russo advised 
that he would communicate with the Bureau after conferring with Mr. Donegan. 
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I By memorandum dated December 3, I9I48 from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd 
it was stated that Mr. Russo called Mr. Fletcher at 10:1|? A.M. that date and 
stated that they were holding a conference in Mr. Peyton Ford's Office and it 
was understood by Mr. Fletcher that Mr. Donegan, Mr. Ford, Mr. Campbell, and 
lir. Russo were in attendance. Mr. Russo stated, with reference to the interview 
.with Hiss, that they have not decided whether or not it should be conducted 
before the completion of the search of the State Department records. He said, 
however, that they definitely wanted Chambers interviewed immediately — on 
that date, if possible, and that he should be interviewed concerning this whole 
[matter. Questions should be particularly pointed at the information he furnished 
which appears on page 766 of the transcript. (This related to information 
furnished by Chambers that he has in his possession handwriting of the late 
Harry Dexter "White.) Mr. Fletcher asked that Russo confirm the request for the 
interview by .proper memorandum and he said he would. 

Mr. Fletcher told Mr. Russo that he could not guarantee an interview 
.with Chambers on that date but that the Bureau would be in contact with him 
and arrange for the interview. 

Within a minute or two Mr. Campbell called Mr. Fletcher and stated 
that there is an indication in Chamber's statement that he has other documents. 
Mr. Campbell requested that Chambers be questioned with respect to such a pos¬ 
sibility and an effort should be made to obtain from him any other documents 
that he might have which are governmental in character. (Memorandum from Mr. 
Fletcher to Mr. Ladd dated December 3, I9I48; Re: "Whittaker Chambers; Perjury) 

At 11:30 A.M. on December 3 » I9I48 Mr. Fletcher telephonically contacted 
ASAC Lally in Baltimore and told him that the Department desired Chambers inter¬ 
viewed on that date, if possible, and instructed that he contact the attorney of 
Chambers to find out if he could advise as to when Chambers could be available. 
SAC McFarlin telephoned at 11:5>0 A.M. and advised Mr. Fletcher that he had been 
in touch with Mr. Cleveland, who said that Chambers was coming to his office at 
2:00 P.M. that date with reference to his case and that he would be available 
for an interview about I4. ;00 P.M. 

Mr. Fletcher instructed SA Supervisor F. L. Jones of the Bureau to 
handle the interview and he departed for Baltimore at 2:00 P.M. by train. SAC 
McFarlin was advised that SA Jones was en route to Baltimore and further that 
it could be anticipated that an interview with Hiss would become necessaiy, 
perhaps that week-end, and that the interview with Hiss would be handled by 
the Baltimore agents. 
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Mr. Fletcher's memorandum indicated that he instructed SA Jones not 
only to ask Chambers ■whether he had additional documents in his possession’, but 
also to determine whether or not he ever had additional documents in his pos¬ 
session and to whom he had given them. 

At 2:00 P.M. that same date Mr. Campbell of the Department telephoned 
Mr. Fletcher and inquired as to whether or not the interview vri.th Chambers would 
be accomplished. He was told that the Bureau had made tentative arrangements to 
start the interview at U:00 P.M. He said he wanted Mr. Fletcher to have Chambers 
told that he was going to be under subpoena to appear before the Grand Jury in 
the Federal Building, New Tork City, at 10:00 A.!!., December 8, 1?U8 and in effect, 
the statement was to be that he was under subpoena. Mr. Campbell was told that 
this would be done. 

Mr. Campbell also advised Mr. Fletcher for the confidential information 
of the Bureau that a subpoena was being issued for Hiss for December 9, I 9 J 4 . 8 ♦ 

Mr. Campbell instructed that an interview with Hiss be accomplished over the 
week-end, if possible, even though the research at the State Department with 
reference to the various documents was not complete. He also requested that a 
copy of the reports be furnished to Mr. Donegan at New York. He stated confi¬ 
dentially that they probably, would not have Chambers actually appear before the 
Grand Jury since an indictment against him for perjury was contemplated. (Memo¬ 
randum from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd, December 3, 19^8, Re: Whittaker Chambersj 
Perjury) 


In a memorandum dated December 3> 19U8 from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd 
it was stated that at U:00 P.M., that date, ASAC Lally of the Baltimore Office 
telephoned and stated that Mr. Cleveland, the attorney for Chambers, had gotten 
in touch with the office with reference to the interview to be had with Chambers 
beginning at U:00 P.II. and said he had learned from Chambers that he. Chambers, 
had been called down the previous day before the House Un-American Activities 
Committee and at that time he was served a. aibpoena duces tecum, returnable 
| December 17, 19U8. Chambers was told to bring down all documents in his possession 
believed to be pertinent to the Hiss controversy. He also stated that Mr. 

Cleveland had indicated doubt as to the interview with Chambers. He stated, in 
view of this subpoena and in view of the fact that the Attorney General had not 
given him any advice, he wanted some questions answered prior to the interview. 

Mr. Lally stated that SA F. L. Jones, together with another agent of the Baltimore 
Office, had proceeded to Mr. Cleveland's Office to find out what questions he had. 
Mr. Lally stated that these agents had been instructed to find out what the 
questions were and not to supply any answer if there was any question of policy 
involved. (Memorandum from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd, December 3, 19 ^ 8 , Re: 
■Whittaker Chambers, Perjury 5 Internal Security - R) 
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In a memorandum from Ur. Fletcher to Ur. Ladd dated December 3, 19^8, 
Ur. Fletcher stated that Supervisor Kenneth Delavigne of the Washington Field 
Office appeared at the Bureau at kt$0 P.H. that date and delivered photostatic 
copies of certain documents obtained from Ur. Jack Neal of the State Department 
in connection with this case. 

Mr. Delavigne explained that an agent of the Washington Field Office 
had called on Ur. Neal after he had advised that in view of the article which 
appeared in the morning's issue of the "Washington Tiraes-Herald" of that date 
he was afraid that the State Department might "freeze" all documents in this 
case. Ur. Neal made available to the Washington Field Office certain documents 
on condition that they be returned to him before the close of business that 
- date. Those documents were photostated and the original material was returned 
to Mr. Neal for his files. 

Mr. Delavigne explained that according to Mr. Neal the search was 
continuing and, of coursp, it was entirely possible that the State Department 
would not take any action, but just in case a "freeze" was put on, Mr. Neal 
wanted the Bureau to have the benefit of the search made thus far by him of 
the State Department records. (Memorandum from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd, 
December19U8, Re: Whittaker Chambers, Perjury; Internal Security - R) 

The Washington Field Office advised the Bureau by teletype on December 
3, 19U8 that Mr. Jack Neal of the State Department on that date furnished 
photostatic copies of reports, messages, and cablegrams which approximated 
fifty per cent of the material he agreed to furnish that office on December 
2, I 9 U 8 . It was stated that these reports, messages, and cablegrams were 
reviewed by the Y/ashington Field Office and appeared to be official State 
Department documents from which the material obtained by the Baltimore Office 
had been paraphrased. It was stated that Ur. Neal advised that a diligent, 
expeditious search was being continued in order that the remaining documents 
might be properly identified. It was again stated that Mr. Neal believed that 
all documents would be identified by Wednesday, December 8 , 19 ) 48 , unless unfore¬ 
seen difficulties presented themselves. It was further stated that the inves¬ 
tigation requested by the Bureau in the letter dated December 1, 19)48 would 
be completed with Mr. Neal's cooperation by Wednesday, December 8 , I 9 I 48 . 
(Teletype from Y/ashington Field Office to Bureau, Re: Y/hittaker Chambers, 
Perjury; Internal Security - R) 
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According to a memorandum from Mr. Fletcher to Mr. Ladd dated December 
h, 19U8 it was stated that at 7:1|0 P.H., December 3, I 9 J 48 ASAC Dally of the 
Baltimore Office telephonically advised Mr. Fletcher that TJhittaker Chambers 
v/as at that time being interviewed in the Baltimore Office. He informed that 
Chambers had already advised the agents that he had been before the House Un- 
American Activities Committee, Washington, on the previous day and he had fur¬ 
nished to the Committee strips of developed micro-film and three rolls of un¬ 
developed film. He stated the documents pictured on the film were furnished to 
him either by Hiss or one Julian Wadleigh, formerly with the State Department 
in the Trade Agreement Section. He stated, that the film had been taken by a 
man known to him as "Felix 11 and that the pictures were taken over ten years ago. 

Mr. tally advised that Chambers had also furnished to the agents four 
pieces of paper containing about six pages of handwritten material which he 
stated he obtained from Harry Dexter White, and that this material is of the 
same character as the documents previously recovered in this case. Mr. tally 
stated that Chambers claimed that he has no more documents. 

The memorandum goes on to state that Mr. Cleveland, attorney for 
Chambers, also advised that Mr. Stripling of the House Un-American Activities 
Committee was told by Cleveland that a number of documents were turned over 
to the Attorney General. Mr. Cleveland also had been served with a subpoena 
to appear before the House Un-American Activities Committee, returnable forth¬ 
with, but he had arranged to delay his appearance for a few days. 

V 

Mr. tally advised that Mr. Marbury, attorney for Hiss, had indicated 
that he intended to make a press release, having in mind a release of the 
Attorney General. The Marbury release will be to the effect that Hiss T rill co¬ 
operate fully with the government. 

Mr. Fletcher’s memorandum stated that Mr. Cleveland also talked with 
Mr. Alexander Campbell of the Department, apparently trying to find out the 
significance of the developments and Mr. Cleveland stated that Mr. Campbell 
had said that "no holds were barred" and "let the chips fall where they may." 

At 9?15> P.M. on the same date Mr. Fletcher telephoned ASAC tally in 
Baltimore and told him that it could be expected that the U. S. Marshal would 
serve a subpoena on Chambers at the Baltimore Office. He said it could be 
expected that Chambers would be there at least one hour which would be sufficient 
time for the Marshal to serve him. At 10:30 P.M. Mr. tally balled Mr. Fletcher, 
stating that Chambers had been served with a subpoena calling for his appearance 
before the Grand Jury at New York, Tuesday, December 7, 19U8 but that the Marshal 
was coming back again to serve another subpoena which would call for the appear¬ 
ance of Chambers on Monday, December 6 , 19^8. 
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At 9:30 A.M. December 1*, 191*8 SAG KcFarlin advised Ur. Fletcher 
that Alger Hiss would be at the Baltimore Office for an interview at 10:00 A.M. 
that date and Mr. Fletcher instructed him that the questioning of Hiss should 
be confined to the contents of the transcript and the related documents. At 
that time authority was granted to have the Marshal serve Hiss with a subpoena 
in the same manner that Chambers had been served. (Memorandum from Mr. Fletcher 
to Ur. Ladd, December Ij., 191*8, Re: “Whittaker Chambers$ Perjury) 

In accordance with Departmental instructions, Alger Hiss was interviewed 
by agents of the Baltimore Office on December U, 191*8.

At 2:30 P.M. I talked with ASAC Belmont and told him that , the 
Laboratory examination reflected that the film which had been recovered 
from Inslerman had been taken through the use of two different cameras.

At i|.:00 P.M. SAC GbmeliUs phoned in and stated that it had 
been ascertained that Insleman had gone to New York City on Sunday and 
that his wife had gone to New York City yesterday.

In connection with the HCUA.’s having received from the above gaptinned 
person certain information, contained on microfilm, RUSSELL advised that the' 

. first inkling the Gommiti^a^ had that CHAMBERS possessed documents to substantiate 
his charges against ALGEIrHlSS was when an investigator named BOZANI, who had 
been hired by Time Magazine in behalf of CHAMBERS, had contacted the Committee 
I sometime in November, 19U8. BOZANI explained that he was trying to locate a 
'letter which HISS was alleged to have written to a real estate firm and which 
lletter had appeared in a Baltimore newspaper. BOZANI at that time did not 


J explain why he wanted this letter but explained that it might "break" the case. 

Subsequently, some time near the end of November, 19^8, BOZANI again 

* contacted the Committee and explained to them that CHAMBERS possessed documentary 
■ 'evidence which was being produced in pre-trial action on the libel suit against 
.him by AIGER HISS. As a result - of this information, the HCUA issued a subpoena 
!for CHAMBERS* lawyer in Baltimore, Maryland, named CLEVELAND, who explained to 
jthe Committee that the documents were in the possession of the Court and could • 

only be received with permission of the Court. It was RUSSELL*s opinion that 
‘neither BOZANI nor CLEVELAND knew that CHAMBERS possessed the microfilm. 

- RUSSELL stated that on December 2, 19U8, CHAMBERS came to Washington to 

[appear before a State Department Loyalty Hearing concerning RICHARD HO'.JELL POST 
|and was served with a subpoena by the HCUA. RUSSELL explained that the HCUA was

approached by Hiss for the purpose of giving information* Duggan stated that 
he did not know nor suspect that Alger Kiss was ever engaged in Soviet Tspionago 
and he claimed that he was never approached by Alger Hiss to work in the interest 
cf the Soviets or tho Gonnunist International* He also stated that he knew 
Donald Hiss but had never been approached by him nor did he know that Donald 
Hiss was a Connurdst Party member, or a member of a Communist Party front. 

Duggan stated that he line?; KocirViold, a former btate Department employee, 
very well, both as a co-worker and a neighbor since they lived in tho same 
apartment house from 1933 to 1935* He claimed that he was never approached 
by Moel Field to work for the Soviets nor the Communist International and he 
stated that he never suspected that Field was in this business. 

Laurence Duggan advised that he thought ho had mot Hedi Passing as 
Hedi (Jumpers, but could not recall the circumstances and he indicated that this 
meeting may have been through Loci Field. He denied that Hedi Passing ever 
propositioned him or said anything that he recognised as a request for him to 
cooperate with either the Soviet or Communist International work. In regard to 
a statement made by Hedi Hassing when interviewed by the New York Division that 
Duggan agreed to see her superioar^Boris, Duggan stated that he had never gone 
anywhere at Hedi Mas sing’s request nor had he ever met anyone at her instigation. 
Duggan could not recall the exact time when Hedi Passing went to his house in 
1938* He denied that he had ever been a member of the Communist Party or any 
Communist Party front organizations or that ho ever Old any work on behalf of the 
Comrmnist International or the Soviets or any other foreign power* He did, 
however, recall that he was approached by two individuals to furnish information 
;for the use of the Soviets or Communist International when he was employed by 
[the State D^artaent. Duggan advised that one of these persons was Frederick 
Vanderbildf Field, who resides in.Hew York, a wealthy individual who has been 
known to make contributions to the Communist Party. Duggan stated that Frederick 
Vanderbilt Field was a classmate of Ms at Harvard University and that he recalled 
that Field approached him for this information sometime in the years 193& or 
1937* He could not recall the words used by Field in this connection but there 
was no question in his mind as to the meaning of Field’s word3 and Duggan stated 
that ho turned him down. On tho second occasion, Duggan stated that he was 
approached by Henry^ollins, an individual who has been mentioned by bhlttaker 
Charters as a member of the Harold hare Group, an underground party apparatus, 
whomjhe knew socially from about 1934* About duns, 1938, he had lunch with 
Collins and at that time Collins requested him to furnish information. Duggan 
stated that he could not recall tho words of Collins but the obvious import was 
that he wanted information furnished to the bovicts. Duggan stated that he also 
turned Collins down. 

The photographs of Elizabeth Bentley, Anatoli Gromov, Vassili Dubilin, 
Pavel Klarin, '.illic Brandes, Charles AlfcUi, Bernard .edmont, .illlom Ludwig 
Ullmann, Nathan Gregory -dlvermstcr, and Paul Massing were exhibited to Duggan 
who was unable to recognize any of thdte.

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Duggan adviaed thwtt ha did net know Whittaker Chamber* but that he 
did knew Henry juliaa^adleigh as a co-worker In the State Department, He 
stated, however, that 'he did not know Nadtsigh as a member of any Communist 
Party front, as a Communist, or aa a person engaged in Soviet Beplonage. The 
mama of Harol^Wilson woe not known to Duggan. 

Boring the interview with 3edl Massing on Deesaber ? and 6, 1918, by 
agents of the Hew fork Division, she stated that Shoot the time she wee endeavor¬ 
ing to get Noel field to cooperate with her in Ceeoamiet Intelligence work she 
was also working on Laurence tfug&an, s State Department employee end close 
associate of Alger Kies, for the acne purpose. She stated that Duggan resisted 
her bet eventually agreed to see her Soviet superior, Boris. She stated that 
Boris later told her that Duggan was difficult and suggested that she might have 
to see him again. She advised that she never did see Duggan .again, Keeaing 
related that she always liked Duggan and respected hie sad whin she broke with 
the Russians in 1933, she wot to Washington to see his end tell hie she was 
through since she felt responsible for hi*. She stated that she did net get to 
see Duggan but saw his wife and received a cool reception. Massing advised that 
she has cot seen Duggan since 1935 or 1936. She stated that she had held back 
the above information concerning Duggan when interviewed recently because she 
was sure that he had never engaged in tide work and that if he had, the felt 
quite sure he was out of it by 1938.

Stripling further stated that Chambers’ stories on 
Harry Dexter White intrigued him immensely, that White’s material 
went to Chambers via Frank Coe and this recalled to Stripling that 
last summer when Chambers made his allegations White and Frank Coe 
■did not ask to be heard until ten days after the original allega¬ 
tions were made and after Alger Hiss appeared before the Committee 
and everybody thought he had gotten away with his denials. _ 

I asked Stripling if he had a transcript of the testimony. 
He said that he did not have one but that Congressmen Mundt and 
Nixon did have and he felt sure they would be happy to give us a 
copy if we wanted to call them. I told him that I doubted that 
I should call them about it now as probably if they had anything 
of value they would want to communicate it to us. He says there 
is considerable in that testimony about the self-sealing gas tank 
that the Navy developed, that ONI had tried to get a copy of the 
Chambers transcript this morning but had been denied this by 
Mundt and Nixon. 


The thought occurs to me that since Mundt has given a 
statement to the press we ought to protect ourselves by making a 
perfunctory inquiry of both Mundt and Nixon for a copy of the 
transcript. It would further protect us in that we can find out 
what he said to the Committee and can also talk to Chambers further. 

While talking to Frank Waldrop on other things, he stated 
that he was called down by the Uh-American Activities Committee yes¬ 
terday around 4 o’clock to review their proposed report. He said 
it was hopeless and they asked him to put it in final shape and he, 
accordingly, rewrote it and edited it. He said that he is convinced 
that Chambers has not told everything as yet and from what he has 
seen he is willing to wager that Hlisabetfff&entley has not told 
everything. We do know the Committee indicated they were having 
the Bentley woman back recently. The thought occurs to me that 
it might not be a waste of time to have Bentley completely re¬ 
interviewed even if it would take a couple of weeks to do it.

Gentlemen: 


Since the f.itf^'t appearance of the news accounts 
concerning the "pumpkin papers" and microfilm copies 
of State Department documents one fa,ct has disturbed 
me which I have not seen considered, at least not con¬ 
sidered in the newspaper reports. At the risk of ap¬ 
pearing as some sort of "crackpot" I feel I should 
pass it along. ^ 

The newspaner accounts frequently state that onl^ 
four people had access to those documents. This may 
be true enough if they were stolen in 1938 as,claimed. 
I -wonder, though, if this last has been established. 

If the theft took place more recently, not only would 
more people have had the opportunity, but the papers 
would probably have been more accessible. It is poss¬ 
ible to think of a couple of reasons why they might 
have been taken recently. 



It seems quite possible to me that the date of the 
making of the microfilm copies could be roughly fixed 
since improvements have undoubtedly been made in the 
film and film base since 1938. 


I hope this letter will not be taken as an insult 
to the abilities of your Bureau, as it is not intended 
as one. The fact that no consideration of the possibility - r/ - 
stated above has been reported causes me to write this. k‘

There are sot forth below investigative leads in this case which 
are to be covered immediately. It* should he prominently borne in ^fn d 
during the conduct pf the investigation requested herein that during the 
course of all interviews questioning should also be directed to corroborating 
the charges contained in the two counts of the indictment set forth above* 

with further reference to Bureau letter dated December 13, 19 J 1 .S, 
you should be certain that all persons interviewed or remaining to be 
interviewed who were associated with Alger Hiss, Whittaker Chamber's, Henry 
Julian ' /adleigh, Vlilliam Ward pigman, George Pigman, Franklin Victor Reno 
and Philip Reno must be questioned for information to support tho indictment* 
In this came regard the personnel files, administrative files and Civil 
Service files of each of the above seven persons should be carefully 
examined for any information indicating their association or acquaintance¬ 
ship with other persons in this case* In addition to corroborating the

C., 
to identify the exact location where 'David Timmerman, with aliases, 
photographed documents for Chambers* parallel* You will recall that 
Chembe s has advised that he had -visited tho apartment which, to the best 
of his recollection, vas located somewhere in Southeast T&ahlnLton on 
a street where street care operated and which was located at least a 
mile away from the capitol in a southeast direction. At the same time 
an effort should be made to have Chambers attempt to identify tho location 
of the apartment used by “Keith” who acted as a‘photographer in Chambers* 
apparatus and who maintained an apartment in the northwest section of

Chambers should be reinterviewed in connection with his previous 
statement to the effect that ho furnished rujs as Lifts to Al< ,er piss, 
Abraham George Silverman, and the late Harry Dexter /.bite as set out on 
pa,.,© 33 of tho report of Special A;;ent Joseph II.

For instance, it should be ascertained whether Ileno, Chambers and “Berate** 
stayed overnight at a hotel in i-MladelpMa on the occasion of this~meeting. 

Reference is made to the report of Special Agent Edwin a. Johnson 
dated December 12, 1?!$, at Denver, Colorado. Chambers should be interviewed 
regarding the statement made by Franklin Victor Reno contained on oa-e nine 
of this report to identify the individual whom Chambers was alleged to have 
met and who was dressed in an Army uniform. The circumstances surrounding 
tMs individual's involvement in ospionage activity should be determined.° 

The New York Office is instructed to advise whether Franklin 
Victor Reno was brought face to face with David gimmerman, with aliases, 
and whether ho has identified Simnerraan as “Bernie.” If not, the Hew York 
Office is instructed to secure photographs of gimij»rman during the period 
of Reno* s association with him to show to Reno for positive identification. 

Thb Hew York Office is instructed to advise whether Rhittaker 
Chambers, Lillian .ard Sigman, and George Pigmsn were confronted with one 
another in order that Chambers could have an oxv-ortunity of making a positive 
identification of these persons. You will recall that Chambers advised 
that 11 they” were unable to reeruit George Pigman into espionage activity.

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Chambers should be r©interviewed to determine if he and Hiss 
stayed overnight in a hotel in Brooklyn or New York City in 1937 at the 
time Chambers introduced Hiss to Colonel Bykov. Burins the interview 
you should attempt to secure any information to prove the alleged contact 
between Hiss and Chambers at this time. 

Chambers should be interviewed in an effort to have him recall 
anything which he might have received from Hiss durinc their association 
to prove this association. It is possible that he may have retained some 
additional memoranda, notes, correspondence or greeting cards to support 
their association. He should be thoroughly interviewed to ascertain if he 
can recall any individual who was present at any time during his contacts 
with Hiss besides Colonel Bykov, Zimmerman and Priscilla Hiss* 

Chambers should be thoroughly interviewed concerning his original 
meeting with Colonel Bykov and all details surrounding his knowledge of this 
person for the purpose of positively identifying Bykov and possibly locating 
him at this time. You will recall that Henry Julian Tiadleigh has advised 
that in 1939 Chambers inf ormed him that Bykov was wanted by the Russians. 

This matter should be gone into thoroughly in order to assist Ghambers in 
recalling incidents which may serve to identify Bykov. The attention of 
your office is directed to your letter dated May lh, 19'[2, captioned "hilt taker 
Chambers; Espionage - E. n It is noted therein that Chambers stated that 
undoubtedly one of the Russians studying at the Ford ELant in Detroit in the 
1930* s was an GGI-U Agent* Chambers should be asked if he was possibly 
referring to Bykov at that time. Chambers should be questioned for the 
names of other persons connected with the Communist party underground at 
that time who may have known Bykov and who have subsequently disaffected. 

The New York Office is instructed to secure from Chambers a photo¬ 
graph of himself taken about 1936 - 1938* Those photographs should be 
furnished to the Bureau and other interested offices for their assistance 
in interviewing persons associated with Hiss and other persons in this case. 

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated January 22, 19l;2, 
captioned 'H.hittsker Chambers, with aliases; Espionage - R*» You wall note 
from a review of this letter that T/ill Allen, in Octobar, 19l?l, obtained 
information from an unidentified individual subsequently believed to be 
'hittaker Chambers that Hyman Kalodny, Helen Kalodny and Sophie Menken 
were prominent in the OGPU Service. (100-2£822*) 

It is noted from a review of the Bureau files that these individuals 
are known to the New York Office and that Sophie Menken and Helen Kalodny 
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Goldfrank are both subjects of closed ’’Security Hatter - C” cases in that 
office. You aro instructed to interview Chambers to determine whether 
these individuals were active in connection with, the captioned case and 
whether they are in a position to furnish any information, concernin'; the 
activities of his apparatus. Followin., this interview, uou should recommend 
whether these individuals should be interviewed. 


The Hew York Office is instructed to reinterview Hedi Dassing 
to determine if she can recall the names of any other pe ’tons who were 
present at the dinner party at Noel Field's residence, believed to be 
in the ..inter of 193$ or 1936, when she met and conversed with Alger Hiss. 

If i&ssing can recall the names of any other persons besides Field and 
Chambers, they should be interviewed to establish the fact that Hiss was 
present at this dinner. Paul passing should also be interviewed concerning 
his Imowledge of Hiss, Chambers and the Chambers' apparatus. 

The Hew York Office is instructed to interview Harold Glasser and 
Charles Kramer, both of whom are subjects in the Gregory Case. You will 
recall that in November, 19h$t Elizabeth Terrell Bentley informed the Bureau 
that Harold Glasser of the Treasury Department dropped out of a Communist 
Farty underground group engaged in espionage activity for the Soviets in 
" .ashin jfcon, 0. 0. who stated that Victor Perlo, another employee of the 
United States Treasury Department, who was a nominal head of this espionage 
group, informed her that Glasser had left the group to enter another group 
headed by an .American in a Government agency in ’Washington, she said that 
i'erlo did not know the identity of this person but Charles Kramer was the 
only person who had this information. Bentley stated she talked to Gharles 
Kramer in Hevr York City and Kramer stated the person who took Glasser away 
from f erlo was named Hiss and that he was employed in the Department of 
State. The interviews with Glasser and Kramer should be conducted to de¬ 
termine what they know about the activity of Al./er Hiss in Soviet espionage.

It 
is also noted a photograph of Willy Brandos, with aliases, was shown 
to Chambers at that time, which he failed to identify a» Bykov. On 
the assumption that Chambers may not have desired to identify Brandes 
as Bykov at that time which would have brought to light the present matter, 
the Hew York Office is again instructed to show Chambers the photograph 
of Brandes for the purpose of identifying Brandes as Bykov. 

The New York Office is also instructed to show the photograph

The report of Special Agent Frank CU Johnstone dated December lit., 
19<$, at Baltimore, on page It reflects that Chambers advised that Drvid 
Zimmerman, alias David carpenter, utilised an apartment of a friend in 
b ashington, D. C. for photographic -work. Chambers stated that the friend 
was an employee of a store operated by Ludwig Bauman, which was either a 
furniture store or small department store in 'Washington, D. C. Chambers, 
to the best of his recollection, believed that this apartment was located 
in southeast Washington. The .asiiington Field Office is instructed to 
immediately conduct an investigation to locate and interview Ludwig Bauman. 
The names of his employees during the year3 1936-33 should be obtained and 
a thorough effort should be made to identity the individual described by 
Chambers.

In the same report on page 3, Whittaker Chambers advised that 
during 1936 and 1933,. David Zimmerman, alias David Carpenter, resided with 
Blecnor llelcon. Porter (later Boyring), at the time that she was engaged in 
a divorce proceeding from Paul porter. -The .ashington Field Offico is 
instructed to locate and interview haul Porter, former husband of Bleanor 
Hclson Boyring, to secure any information concerning the espionage activities 
of Ids former wife, and particularly for information concerning tho espionage 
activities of Igor Hiss, Mttaker Chambers, David Zimmerman and other 
persons named by Chambers as having been engaged in Soviet espionage in this 
case. 


The -/ashington Held Office is instructed to interview Gardner 
Jackson (known to the Fashington Held Office), who -was previously employed 
with Alger Hiss in the Agricultural Adjustment Administration, concerning

associations may be shown by addresses, correspondence, references and request* 
for leave, particularly on the date that Chambers introduced Hiss to lykov. 

The telephone tell calls of Alger Hiss from 1936 to date should be 
examined to determine if any contacts appeared between Alger Hiss and VMttakor 
Chambers or any other person involved in the captioned case* 

A review should be made of your files to determine the existence 
of Communist Party informants either presently active or discontinued who 
were active in the Communist Party in Washington, D. C., during the years 
1933-40, These informants should be thoroughly interrogated for information 
concerning their knowledge of each person involved in the captioned case, 
their knowledge of the activity of any of these persons in famishing Govern¬ 
ment information to unauthorized sources, whether they knew of t he existence 
of Whittaker Chambers* or Eleanor Nelson Soyring* s apparatus, and all infor¬ 
mation known to these informants regarding the association between Whittaker 
Chambers and Alger Hiss and whether Algor Hiss is known to have furnished 
Government information to Whittaker Chambers, 
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The Washington Field Office is instructed to obtain photographs of 
Alger Hiss from Government files in Washington* B. C.* taken on or about 
1936-37* to assist in the interviews of persons in connection with this case* 

On December 9* 1940* former Special Agent Robert L* King furnished 
inf omation to the Bureau that John Sutro* former lieutenant in the Office of 
Naval Intelligence and presently a practicing attorney in San Francisco* was 
acquainted with Alger Hiss aid attended Harvard.

You should determine ' 
whether other persons were witnesses to this introduction* the time and place, and 
any information leading to the identity of persons who might have known of Zimmer¬ 
man* s activities in Chambers* apparatus or who can associate Zimmerman with 
YJadleigh* Chambers* Or Nelson during this period. 

The Washington Field Office is instructed to re Interview Henry

The Baltimore fffioe is instructed to expedite their investigation 
to identify *Bernie* named by Franklin Victor iceao as the individual who first 
introduced him to VZhittaker Chambers* 

The reference report of Special Agent Frank G* Johnstone dated 
Deoember 14* 1943* at Baltimore, Maryland contains a lead for the Baltimore 
office to determine from the records of the Social Security Board the employ¬ 
ment of David Vernon Zimmerman, alias David Carpenter, in the years 1934-33. 
The employment records of any firms employing him during that period should 
be cheeked for references and any connection of Zimmerman with any of the 
subjects in this case. 

The Baltimore Office is instructed to obtain, if possible, a photograph 
of Jesse Zimmerman taken in 1936-33 to be shown to Chambers, ..'adlelgh and 
Franklin Victor Eeno in an effort to determine whether he was engaged in the 
captioned case. 

The report of Special Agent Frank G* Johnstone dated December 24* 

1943* at Baltimore, Maryland, reflect# that David Carpenter* subsequently 
identified as David Zimmerman* had a brother in Baltimore who was a minor 
official in a CIO union. On page 10 of referenced report Samuel Pelovits 
advised that Jesse Zimmerman 1 # employment in the 1930’s was vague to him. 

Page 20 of the referenced report reflects no employment for Jesse Zimmerman 
from 1934 to 1933* On the same page it is noted that Jesse ^iamerman was 
employed at the Aberdeen Proving Grounds* The Baltimore office is instructed 
to thoroughly interview Jesse Zimmerman re David Zimmerman and his use of 
the alia# Carpenter and any other aliases* his knowledge of Zimmerman’s 
involvement in espionage activities with Shittaker Chambers* and other persons 
named by Chambers as being involved in this case.
